DARING HOLDUP 
OF ROADHOUSE 
NEAR DETROIT 


Five In Custody As Result 
of Spectacular Episode 
Sunday. 


OFFICER KILLED 
BY BANDIT GANG 


Money and 
Jewelry of 
Patrons Seized Bv 
Robber Band. 


By the Associated Pres*. 
DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 20.—A man 
giving his name as Herman Sakoloss 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., is under arrest af 
Monroe, Mich., and four men whose 
names are withheld are in custody 
here as a result of a spectacular hold­ 
up of the Allendale Inn, a notorious 
roadhouse just outside Detroit, and 
the killing of Oscar Reinhardt, motor- 
clele policeman, at 
Monroe 
Sunday 
morning. 
Police believe the same band of 
seven gunmen who entered the road­ 
house at 5 o’clock Sunday morning 
and staged a “wild west” holdup of 
150 guests, of the Inn and a score of 
employes, five hours later shot and 
killed the motorcycle policeman, at 
Monroe, when he attempted to stop , 
a touring car speeding through the 
city. 
Patrons of the roadhouse were 
dancing, eating and drinking when 
five gunmen entered, tw’o by the side 
door and three from the front. Either 
by coincidence 
or 
pre arrangem ent 
the persons on the dunce floor were 
engaged in watching a verbal bailie 
between two women, one of whom 
w’as unbraiding the other for being 
too attentive to her escort. The-first 
warning given of the hold up was 
when the gunmen iired several vol­ 
leys into the ceiling. 
Deftly the bandits rifled the cash 
register, lined up the employes, and 
then went from table to table, gather­ 
ing jewerly and money from the pat­ 
rons. * One man keeping watch in tim 
middle of the room iired occasionally 
when any of the victims spoke or 
moved. 
Some of the shots took ef­ 
fect, four men and two women being 
reported injured. 
The injured were all removed by 
the time police arrived 15 minutes 
after the holdup but two men and 
one woman 
later were 
located in 
hospitals. None of the victims w*ould 
make any definite statement regard­ 
ing the affair. 
Reinhardt was shot several hours 
later when he attempted to stop an 
automobile 
speeding through 
Mon­ 
roe, forty miles south of here. 
The 
driver of the machine drew a pistol, 
according to witnesses 
and the po­ 
liceman drew his weapon, firing five 
times into the car. 
The driver re­ 
turned the fire, 
hitting 
Reinhardt 
four times in the stomach. Reinhardt 
died 
without 
regaining 
conscious­ 
ness. 
A posse of more than 1,000 persons 
was organized. 
The automobile was 
found abandoned about 
two 
miles 
from Monroe. 
Blood stains on the 
cushions testified to the accuracy of 
the policeman’s aim and a search 
was begun for any wounded members 
of the band who might be secreted in 
the swamps or fields. 
Shortly 
afterward Sakoloss « was 
taken into custody 
near the 
place 
where the abandoned machine was 
found. He admitted, according ta Of­ 
ficers, being a member of the party 
in the automobile, but asserted tie, 
knew none of them and had been in­ 
vited to ride writh 
them. 
He 
was 
identified later, police say, as one of 
the men who took part in the Allen­ 
dale holdup.

According to the story, Mr. Coolidge 
favors vigorous American intervention for 
the settlement of the 
reparations tangle 
ajid also liberal action in regard to the war 
debts. In fact, Louis Loucheur, the well 
known French publicist, goes so far as to 
declare that Mr. Coolidge is in favor of can­ 
cellation of the war debts. 
;; How much truth there is in all this is a 
matter for conjecture. 
Mr. Coolidge has 
never been a loquacious man. Certainly he 
woujd not, as vice president, have express­ 
ed freely and loosely views sharply antago­ 
nistic to the policies of the administration 
of which he was a part. Yet, while he has 
s a il nothing publicly regarding these mat-, 
tejfs and while it is doubtful whether he 
hqijs "even expressed himself privately re­ 
garding them since he became vice presi­ 
dent, what we know of his mind and char­ 
acter inevitably gives encouragement to 
the theory that Mr. Coolidge would have 
shaped a different course towards Europe 
hid he been the pilot. 
JThe fact is, however, that he was not the 
pilot, that a certain course has been set, and 
that we have sailed far along that course. 
EvPTi if it be true that this is not the course 
which he would have charted, it does not 
fojlow that he will change it or that he can 
change it. So far as cancellation of the 
debts is concerned, Senator Smoot, in com- 
minting on M. Loucheur’s statement, de- 
<•» 
clares that he “undoubtedly has been mis­ 
informed.“ 
Mr. Smoot, however, does not 
undertake to say that President Coolidge is 
not ‘in favor of 
cancellation, 
but simply 
paints out that any action regarding the 
ddJbts must be submitted to congress for ac- 
titfn. 
One thing, at least, in regard to Mr. Cool- 
idga.seems to be definitely established. He 
never does anything in a hurry. 
This will 
certainly hold true in the present instance. 
The public may as well possess its soul in 
pi£tience. If President Coolidge does any­ 
thing he will do it in his own good time.
